of this will be to distract 
American minds from the 
main election issues recently 
outlined by President Eisen- 
hower, Communism, the 
President has said, would 
not be an issue in the forth. 
coming elections. By saying 
that he was not under- 
extimating the Importance 
of internal Communism in 
Americu, he was merely 
putting it into proper 
perspective, For it is one 
thing to accuse one's 
political opponents of 
dilatoriness, inefficiency and 
‘Jncompetence, It ix an 
entirely different thing to 
question their loyalty by 
uecusing them of laxity and 
even connivance tn allow- 
ing Communists to infftrate 
into Important Government 
departmenty. Moreover, it 
in an extremely dangerous 
precedent to set, for a 
vharge of that nature may 
one day boomerang back on 
those who are now wielding 
it so effectively for the 
Republican Party. 


HERE are two dangers in 
allowing the forthcoming 
campalgn to be dominated 
by the “Communist issue’:

The contrast between the 
conventional prison without its 
tiny cells and forbidding aspect, 
ond the new prisons is astound- 
ing. Instead of a bare cell, 
the prisoners usually live in 
couples in small rooms = which 
are simply, but normally, furn- 
ished with tables and choirs, 
a radintor, pictures, table cloths, 
books and even plants in the 
windows, 


But while “iron bars do not 
a prison make,” as the poet 
says, even a prison without 
vara has its disadvantages. How- 
ever plensant it is still a place 
where the inmates are deprived 
of their Hberty ond are sub- 
jected to rigid discipline. 


Galling Restraints 


In a normal prison, according 
to Inspector Worsane Petersen, 
who manages o prison without 
bars for juvenile offenders, the 
first few months are the worst, 
After that, the prisoner gradual- 
ly bécomes more or lesa ae- 
climatised to his surroundings. 


In a prison without bars, the 
beginning of the sentence Is 
the easiest and it js.not until 
two, three or four mohths have 
passed that the prisoner feels 
to the full its galling: restraints. 


Most of these open estabitsh- 
ments are not large, Holding 
about 70 or 80 young men be- 
twéen' the ages of 18 ard 25, 
Who. have betn sentenced _ ror 
theft, assault or- unruly: conduct 
of one sort or another,

Great stress {ig Inid upon 
hobbles, for it is felt that if a 
prisoner becomes interested jn 
a hobby and fs 9 member of a 
hobby club, the persons he Is 
Mkely to meet will be much 
better for him than those he 
would find in the coffee bar, 
billiard saloon or low class 
drinking den to which he would 
otherwise probably resort.

The Director of the 


‘Hongkong Government’s 


London office, Mr E. G. A; Grimwood, has refuted 
yet another allegation that’ rubber boots, labelled 
“Empire,” are being imported into Britnin from 


Japan, 


The boots in question wera 
made by the Hongkong Rubber 
Manufactory Ltd, and marketed 
in Britain under the firm's 
trademark, “Seacrest.” B 


Following o complaint from 
one of his constituents, Mr 
Robert Crouch, M.P, (Conserva- 
tive) raised the matter in 
Parliament. He said his con~ 
stituent had been told “in con- 
fidence” by a shopkeeper that 
the bocts renily ame = frem 
Japan, * 


Mr Grimwood then. wrote to 
Mr Crouch pointing out that the 
boots were made by a “very old 
established" Hongkong rubber 
factory and imported into Bri- 
taln by “a company which has 
long experience in such im- 
Ports {rom Hongkong.” 


They qualified for Imperial 
Preference after submission 0) 
fully detailed and documen 
costs accounts to a leadng firm 
of Hongkong accountants, - 


MALAYAN ORIGIN 


Mr Grimwood continued: “The 
rubber content is entirely of 
Malayan origin and documents 
are available showing the pre- 
cise estate upon which tho rub- 
ber was produced. 

“The canvas is wholly of 
U.K. origin, and a chain of 
evidence, exists going back ..to 
the producing mill, With these 
two basic materials being 
wholly of Empire origin, and ail 
the labour processes carricd out 
in Hongkong, the actual Empire 
contont, of the boots will . be 
considerably in excess of the 
statutory requirements of 50 
‘percent,

Remains Basis Of 
Foreign Policy 


London, Mar. 2. 
Communist China joined 


-with the Kremlin today in 


agreeing that Stalinism ja 
not dead, but is the basis of 
current Communist foreign 
policy. 

In the past 
Moscow and 
thrown down 


24 hours, both 

Peking have, 
by radio com- 
ments uny lingering Western 
speculation that Stalin's death 
12 months ago would lead to a 
repudiation of his forelgn policy. 

Moscow and Peking ogree 
that a certain casing of inter- 
national tension has occurred— 
as an cutcome, and not a re- 
versal of Stailnism. 

They say the relaxation 
follows the Berlin conference of 
the Big Four Foreign Ministers 
and the vgreement reached 
there for a conference — in 
Geneva next month to discuss 
Aslan problems, with the parti- 
clpatlon of Communist China. 

“World Culture,” an influen- 
tial Communist Chinese journal 
quoted by the official news 
ogency today, — called Btalin 
Immortal’ and the — present 
trend toward easing international 
tension “a vietory for Stalin's 
enuse,” 

It also recalled a declaration 
by Stalin shortly before he died 
that war between Russia and 


‘ Amerlea was not inevitable, and 


the two countries could continue 
to tive In) peace. 

The Chinese journal argued 
stutement had brought 
lessening of tension which “now 
has gone further and has still 
brighter prospects.” 

A close study of the oMclal 
Stalin “eulugy” broadcast by 
Moscow radio last night shows 
oy one important theme, the 
continuance of Stalin's policies 
both ut home and abroad, 

THE NEW EULOGY 

The ‘document, intended for 
publication dn all Soviet pro- 
yincial newspapers on Friday— 
first anniversary of Stalin's 
death—is an implicit repudiation 
of a “new style history of the 
Soviet Communist Purty  pre- 
pared lust summer, 

This mentioned Stalin only 
twice in passing as “a great 
pupl! of Lenin,” but the new 
eulogy says; “Up to the end of 
his ‘life Stalin was at the battlo 
station, leading the Party and 
country, rallying all vartisans 
of peaoe against the warmongers 
and securing peace.” 

It declared that since Stalin's 
death the Russian Communist 
Party and Soviet Government 
had ensured * ‘the correct and 
unbroken leadership of a1] the 
Hfe of the country, successfully 
carrying out the pollcy worked 
dut during Jong years both In 
home and foreign affairs” 

This is the first time since 
Stalin's death that the Kremlin 
has so sweepingly and openly 
endorsed the entire Stalinist 
domestic and foreign policy. 

“World Culture” carried the 
theme even further, It sald; 
"In the past year, Stalin's de- 
ciples and loyal continuers — 
the Sovict lenders headed by 
Georg! Malenkov — have fol- 
lowed the policy of Lenin and 
Stalin by working unflaggingly 
for pence and co-voperation... 
and have gained considerable 
results,”

Eisenhower to disassociate himself from Senator 
Joseph McCarthy and McCarthyism at his press 


conference today. 


If President 


Eisenhower followa the general 


rule he has imposed upon himself at his press con- 
ferences, he will not make a frontal assault, upon 


the controversial 


chairman of the Communist- 


hunting Senate Investigating Committee. 


It will be the first opportunity 
that Eisenhower has had of 
commenting directly, on the con- 
troversy ‘between Senator Mc- 
Carthy and the Secretary of the 
Army, Mr Robert Stevens, over 
the treatment of army witnesses 
before the Senators’ Committee. 

Mr Elsenhower last week 
gave his 100 per cent endorse- 
ment to a statement by Mr 
Stevens that army witnesses 
before congressional hearings 
should not be ‘‘brow-beaten or 
humillated.” 


Mr Eisenhower today can 
hardly do less than reiterate this 
endorsement. He may also give 
his blessing to a Republican 
Policy “Committee proposal to 
examine the possibility of 
changing the rules under which 
investigations such os those of 
Senator MeCurthy are con- 
ducted. |
